life of woman into n well of golden happi- 
ness, dares to uay "No" 
to tbo passionate 


pleadings of her richly-dowered suitor, pre- 
ferring tho sweetness of iudcpeudant hread 
ii'iii an unbiightod celibacy lo Hie glided 
shackles of n union in which there is identi- 
fication of interest without harmony of pur- 
pose. With the clear vision of womanhooil, 
she sees that moral nnd intellectual lihro are 
not. developed ns she would hnve thi'in in her 
nobler and dearer sell; and,to the keeping 
of such n one she can never commit the 
holiest of earthly trusts.
